The  number  of  births  registered  during  1952  was  421  which  reveals 
a further  reduction  of  15  in  the  number  recorded  in  the  previous  year 
and  of  173  compared  with  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years.  It  will 
be  observed  that  there  has  been  a progressive  fall  in  the  number  of 
births  since  1947  when  661  were  recorded,  revealing  the  peak  year  of  an 
increase  which  commenced  after  the  last  war.  Other  factors  such  as 
economic  conditions,  better  housing  facilities  and  overspill  building 
will  have  a bearing  upon  the  trend  of  the  local  population  in  the  next 
few  years. 

Meanwhile,  the  provision  of  social  services  relating  to  child  welfare 
and  educational  facilities  etc.  must  for  a further  ten  years  be  affected  by 
such  wide  variations  as  between  661  births  in  1947  and  421  in  1952. 

Location  of  Births  and  Still-Births  Notified. 

The  following  table  indicates  where  the  435  infants  notified  have 
been  born  and  is  of  particular  interest  by  revealing  how  the  numbers 
have  been  modified  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  which  came 
into  operation  in  mid- 1948:-

Comparison  between  the  figures  in  (a)  and  (d)  reveals  the  trend  for 
lying-in  women  to  enter  Maternity  institutions  in  preference  to  remain- 
ing in  their  homes  ; during  1952,  therefore,  four  of  every  five  of  the 
infants  were  born  in  institutions  of  one  type  or  other. 


Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  registered  was  472  giving  a 
crude  death  rate  of  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  the 
average  figure  of  14.6  for  the  previous  five  years. 

For  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  this  rate — adjusted  by 
using  the  comparafability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General — is 
14.0  per  1,000  population  as  against  11.3  for  the  whole  country. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  twelve  months 
was  15,  revealing  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  35.6  per  1,000  births, 
compared  with  an  average  figure  for  the  previous  five  years  of  40.9  and 
with  a rate  of  27.6  for  the  whole  country. 

Of  these  15  deaths,  11  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life. 


Table  2 reveals  die  actual  cause  of  deaths  of  infants. 

In  addition,  5 infants  were  stillborn.  No  deaths  due  to  pregnancy 
occurred. 


The  highest  proportion  of  the  total  deaths  is  accounted  for  by 
Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Blood  Vessels  (50  per  cent.),  Cancer  (16  per 
cent.),  Disease  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  (10  per  cent).  (Vide  Table  1). 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over 
pensionable  age.  The  actual  figures  being

SECTION  II. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  figures  given  in  Tables  3 and  4 reveal  a year  of  relative  freedom 
of  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  among  the  child  life  of  the 
population.  The  prolonged  period  during  which  Scarlet  Fever  had  been 
manifest  showed  that  this  epidemic  was  now  terminating  and  cases  of 
Measles  and  W hooping  Cough  were  comparatively  few  in  number. 

The  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  can  be  ascribed  primarily  to 
the  immunisation  campaign  in  which  494  children  were  treated  in  early 
life  and  421  were  given  reinforcing  treatment  upon  entry  to  the  Infant 
Schools.  No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  for  six  years  and  no  death 
has  been  ascribed  as  due  to  Diphtheria  since  1940. 

As  it  is  now  customary  to  use  a form  of  immunising  agent  to 
which  Whooping  Cough  protective  material  is  added,  it  is  fully  anti- 
cipated that  this  latter  disease  will  eventually  also  disappear  from  the 
records. 

To  ascertain  whether  the  degree  of  protection  in  this  disease  is  as 
high  as  is  the  case  with  Diphtheria  we  must  first  await  a longer  period  of 
trial  before  final  results  can  be  available.  Efforts  must  continue  never- 
theless to  instill  into  the  minds  of  all  parents  that  the  elimination  of 
these  diseases  depends  upon  them  by  not  neglecting  to  have  each  child 
protected  at  an  early  age. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

Although  this  condition  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the  country 
there  have  been  no  cases  recorded  in  Hyde  during  1952  but  this  must 
not  give  rise  to  a sense  of  false  security  especially  in  the  light  of  the 
lack  of  knowledge  as  to  its  mode  of  spread  and  satisfactory  treatment.

The  number  of  persons  on  the  register  on  31st  December „ 1952, 
who  suffer  from  1 uberculosis  (a)  of  the  lungs  was  143  and  (b)  of  other 
parts  of  the  body  was  40,  total  183. 

New  cases  recorded  during  the  year  included  27  with  disease  in  the 
lungs  and  7 with  the  focus  in  other  sites.  The  deaths  due  to  this 
disease  numbered  4 not  necessarily  all  occurring  in  the  recorded  cases 

The  response  given  by  the  Corporation  in  affording  special  con- 
sideration to  suitable  tubercular  families  who  make  application  for  re- 
housing purposes  must  be  commended.  Fifteen  such  tamilies  were  re- 
housed upon  grounds  of  ill-health  due  to  this  disease  during  1952. 

Additional  comments  upon  the  prevention  of  spread  of  this  con- 
dition are  recorded  in  page  36. 

Mass  Radiography. 

A mass  miniature  radoigraphy  survey  was  carried  out  in  Hyde  from 
the  24th  January  to  the  1/th  March,  1952,  three  years  following  the 
original  survey  in  1949. 

A publicity  campaign  was  conducted  in  co-operaion  with  the  in- 
dustrial concerns  and  throughout  the  town  generally,  and  the  unit  was 
installed  at  eleven  such  firms  to  suit  the  convenience  of  employees  at 
their  place  of  employment.  Of  the  9035  employees  available  for  ex- 
amination 6359  (70.3  per  cent.)  responded,  compared  wits  only  58.29 
per  cent,  in  the  previous  survey. 

For  other  members  of  the  public  and  for  the  attendance  of  school 
children,  an  appointments’  bureau  was  open  in  the  Health  Department 
'and  the  unit  set  up  in  Water  Street  Sunday  School,  at  which  1340  adults 
and  647  children  were  X-rayed,  compared  with  1330  and  528  in  1949. 

The  results  of  the  survey  indicate  that  of  the  total  number  (i.e. 
8346)  examined,  96.9  per  cent,  were  classified  as  normal,  compared  with 
94.2  per  cent,  in  1949. 

Included  in  the  number  found  with  abnormalities  were  106  (1.27 
per  cent.)  who  showed  signs  of  either  active  or  dormant  tuberculous 
disease  in  the  lungs.  Of  this  number  7 adults  (0.08  per  cent.)  suffered 
from  active  disease,  compared  with  10  (0.12  per  cent.)  in  1949 — n'o  active 
disease  being  found  among  school  children. 
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The  following  general  comments  arc  made  by  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  unit : - 

1.  (a)  The  gratifying  improvement  in  the  average  response  rate  from 

industry,  i.e.  70.3  per  cent,  as  compared  with  58.2  per  cent,  on 
the  previous  visit. 

(b)  It  was  very  much  regretted  that  one  large  firm,  who  had  co- 
operated on  the  first  visit  was  unable  to  do  so  on  this  occasion. 
Even  so,  the  total  number  of  persons  X-rayed  from  industry  rose 
from  5,862  to  6,359. 

(c)  It  was  surprising  and  rather  disappointing  to  find  that  the  res- 
ponse from  the  general  public  remained  static,  in  spite  of  increased 
propaganda,  the  introduction  of  modified  undressing  and  open 
public  sessions,  including  evening  sessions.  It  has  usually  been 
found  that  the  public  response  lhcreases  when  a second  visit  is 
made.  Unfortunately,  die  weather  was  extremely  wet  on  one  or 
two  occasions  when  public  sessions  were  held,  and  this  may  have 
kept  many  people  away. 

2.  The  incidence  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis — a finding  of 
.8  per  1,000,  during  the  survey  is  lower  than  the  incidence  rate 
found  during  the  previous  survey  carried  out  in  1949,  i.e.  1.2  per 
1,000. 
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SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Domestic  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  (Wood- 
head  supply)  and  by  the  Ashton  Corporation.  Both  are  moderately  soft 
waters  and  treated  for  purity  at  the  source,  but  the  former  water  fre- 
quently has  a peaty  discolouration.  Four  service  reservoirs  are  used,  one 
of  which  is  of  old  stone-pitched  construction  and  none  are  covered.  In 
recent  years  considerable  expense  has  been  incurred  in  remedying  known 
sources  of  pollution  of  the  water  in  Arnold  Hill,  and  the  water  has  been 
re-chlorinated  but,  despite  this,  the  analysis  of  samples  reveals  that  in- 
termittent contamination  is  taking  place. 

The  Council  is  considering  the  future  water  supply  of  the  whole 
borough,  including  the  roofing  of  the  reservoirs,  and  Arnold  Hill  has  now 
been  transferred  to  industrial  supply.  A scheme  is  also  being  submitted 
for  taking  supplies  to  a high  level  area  having  some  50  properties  at 
present  not  supplied  by  mains. 

A local  supply  for  industrial  purposes  is  filtered,  but  is  unfit  for 
domestic  use. 

The  total  daily  consumption  is  1.21  million  gallons,  or  38.5  gallons 
per  head,  of  which  0.57  million  gallons  or  18.2  gallons  per  head  is  the 
domestic  consumption. 

The  water  is  supplied  through  approximately  60  miles  of  mains, 
many  of  which  are  old  and  in  need  of  cleaning  and  renewal. 

Corporation  piped  water  supplies  10,636  dwellings  in  the  Borough. 
Wells  and  springs  are  the  source  of  supply  to  120  farms  and  dwellings 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  and  which  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Of  22  samples  of  Corporation  water  examined,  16  were  found  to 
be  highly  satisfactory,  and  4 of  the  remainder  were  from  Arnold  Hill 
(now  transferred  to  industrial  supply).  12  samples  were  also  taken  from 
wells  and  springs,  of  which  5 were  unsatisfactory. 

Water  supplied  to  the  Public  Swimming  Baths  is  also  regularly  ex- 
amined. During  the  year,  5 samples  of  this  water  were  examined,  all 
of  which  were  satisfactory.

Rodent  Control. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Local 
Authority  is  responsible  for  inspecting  the  district  to  discover  rodent 
infestations,  and  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  business  premises,  par- 
ticularly food  premises,  occupies  a large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the 
two  rdoent  operatorss 

In  addition,  much  good  work  has  been  done  in  treating  infestations 
in  private  dwellings  (this  work  being  carried  out  free  of  charge)  ; in  in- 
specting Local  Authority  property  and  treating  where  necessary  ; and  in 
carrying  out  two  “maintenance  treatments”  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
in  sewers  together  with  surface  treatments  of  the  Sewage  Works. 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year  was 
194  (57  rats,  137  mice).  Of  the  137  infestations  by  jmice,  only  16 
could  be  classed  as  “serious.”  A total  of  229  treatments  was  carried 
out  to  deal  with  these  infestations,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  was 
2196.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

In  August  1950,  the  Byelaws  for  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and 
Delivery  of  Food  came  into  operation  in  the  Borough.  The  Council  has 
also  approved  a Code  of  Practice  for  Food  Traders,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Councils  of  eight  neighbouring  Local  Authorities,  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  uniformity  over  a fairly  wide  area. 

Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949,  and  the  various 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  of  that  year,  135  Milk  Distri- 
butors, and  15  Dairies  have  been  registered  and  die  following  licences 
issued  : - 

18  dealers’  licences  and  5 supplimentary  licences  in  respect  of  Tuber- 
culin Tested  milk,  19  dealers’  licences  and  5 supplementary  licences  in 
respect  of  Pasteurised  milk,  and  123  dealers’  licences  and  5 supplemen- 
tary licences  for  Sterilised  milk. 

123  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  of  which  109  satisfied 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  14  were  unsatisfactory .•  12  samples  or 

Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Phosphatase  and  Methylene 
Bfue  Tests  all  being  satisfactory,  and  10  samples  of  Sterilized  milk  were 
submitted  to  the  Turbidity  Test,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  These 
samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsali 
Hospital,  Manchester.  Sediment  Tests  and  Gerber  Tests  were  carried 
out  on  10  samples  in  the  Department,  all  of  which  satisfied  the  tests. 

The  main  object  of  sampling  is  the  search  for  Tuberculosis,  and 
the  result  of  this  year’s  work  is  shown  in  the  table  below,  and  cjom- 
pared  with  the  results  of  previous  years. 

Tests  by  Inoculation  of  Guinea  Pigs  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  129  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  examination,  3 or  2.33 
per  cent,  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  all  cases  where 
positive  results  were  obtained  the  appropriate  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  notified,  the  offending  animal  traced,  if  possible,  and 
destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  6 manufacturers  and  86  vendors  of  Ice  Cream  on  the 
register  of  which  the  premises  of  1 1 vendors  were  newly  registered 
in  1952.  Of  the  manufacturers,  only  three  manufacture  Ice  Cream 

regularly,  one  makes  it  only  occasionally,  the  remaining  two  retail  a 
pre-packed  Ice  Cream  manufactured  elsewhere. 

During  the  year  45  samples  were  tested  by  the  Methylene  Blue 
test,  41  proving  satisfactory  and  4 unsatisfactory.  Of  these  samples  25 
were  of  Ice  Cream  manufactured  outside  the  Borough. 

Meat  Inspection. 

No  regular  inspection  of  carcases  is  carried  out  in  the  Boruogh — 
that  consumed  being  inspected  prior  to  entry  at  No.  2 Slaughterhouse 
jn  Stockport  by  inspectors  from  Hyde,  Marple,  Denton,  Audenshaw, 
,Bredbury  and  Romiley.  The  following  particulars  indicate  the  quantity 
of  unsound  meat  condemned  by  the  Hyde  Sanitary  Inspectors.

138  licenses  reporting  movement  of  animals  were  received  and  130 
were  issued  duringt  he  year  and  the  necessary  visits  of  inspection  made. 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  no  offences 
were  recorded. 

Following  a series  of  cases  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  early  in  the 
year,  the  whole  off  England  and  Wales  was  declared  a ‘Contrblled  Area,.’ 
Hyde  was  also  in  an  ‘Infected  Area’  following  an  outbreak  of  !the 
disease  in  Marple,  but  no  cases  arose  here. 

Shops  (Hours  of  Closing  Acts). 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  no  offences 
were  recorded. 
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SECTION  IV. 

GENERAL  CURATIVE  SERVICES  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE 

BOROUGH. 

General  Medical  Practitioners. 

Thirteen  General  Medical  Practitioners  reside  within  the  Borough  to 
supply  the  requirements  of  the  population  in  the  capacity  of  family 
physicians. 

Local  administration  of  the  General  Medical,  along  with  the  Dental 
Pharmaceutical  and  Ophthalmic  Services  is  provided  by  the  Executive 
Council  for  Cheshire  which  superseded  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Committee  on  the  5th  July,  1948  and  with  whom  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioners are  under  contract. 

Hospital  and  Specialists’  Services. 

The  Borough  is  situated  within  the  area  which  is  administered  by 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  whose  duty  it  is  to  deal  with 
the  planning  and  maintenance  of  Hospitals,  Public  Health  Laboratories 
Tuberculosis  and  Blood  Transfusion  Services.  It  is  also  responsible  for 
the  organisation  of  the  Consultant  and  Specialist  Service  for  Patients 
attending  Elospitals,  at  the  Local  Health  Authorities  Clinics,  and,  when 
necessary,  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.  The  local  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the 
/day-to-day  administration  of  the  Hyde  Hospital,  the  Aspland  Maternity 
Home  and  the  Hyde  Physiotherapy  Clinic  which,  along  with  all  similar 
premises  in  Ashton  and  Glossop,  constitute  one  group  within  the  region 

The  facilities  provided  for  the  hospitalisation  of  acute  general  cases 
and  for  maternity  and  tuberculosis  cases  appear,  on  the  whole,  to  have 
met  the  demand.  The  picture  is,  however,  far  from  good  for  the  more 
chronic  types  of  ailment  commonly  found  in  the  aged  section  of  the 
community.  The  difficulty  in  affording  residential  treatment  for  these 
cases  is  no  less  acute  than  in  the  year  1948  when  the  Hospital  Boards 
Iwere  set  up  to  administer  all  types  of  hospital.  Likewise  the  institutional' 
provision  for  infirm  aged  persons  is  inadequate.  In  both  types  of  case, 
unless  additional  bed  accommodation  can  be  furnished  a problem  exists 
which  will  undoubtedly  increase  with  the  ever  rising  proportion  of  the 
population  of  those  over  pensionable  age. 

The  pationt  whose  ailment  is  such  that  prolonged  nursing  attention 
can  be  provided  through  the  Domiciliary  Nursing  Service  of  the  Local 
Health  Authorities  presents  no  great  problem  as  a rule,  and  as  long  as 
other  members  of  the  family  can  attend  to  his  needs  between  the  fcimes' 
of  visits  by  the  nurse.  So  also  can  the  needs  of  the  aged  and  infirm  be 
partly  relieved  by  the  assistance  given  by  the  Domestic  Help  Service. 
But  a proportion  of  both  types  reaches  such  a stage  in  their  existence  when 
their  distress  can  be  relieved  only  by  the  whole  time  help  available  in 
hospital  or  other  institutions.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

GENERAL  CLINICS  AND  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Hyde  (Parsonage  Street).  These  premises  are  the  property  of  the 
Hyde  Corporation  and  rented  to  the  County  Council  for  use  as  an 
all-purpose  Clinic. 

The  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children  are  three  half-days  per  week.  Services  administered  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  arc  provided  upon  eleven  half- 
days per  week. 

|The  numbers  of  cases  attending  for  whom  services  are  given  directly 
by  the  County  Council  are  recorded  in  Tables  L,  11.  and  III.  on  Pages 
30  and  31. 

The  rapid  expansion  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Hyde  Ortho- 
paedic After-Care  Committee,  which  is  in  contract  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  to  provide  the  staff  and  facilities  for  Physiotherapeutic 
treatment,  is  directly  the  result  of  the  nationalisation  of  the  health 
services. 

Increased  floor  space  to  accommodate  additional  electrical  and 
other  equipment  and  staff  has  already  been  provided  to  cope  with  the 
number  of  patients  who,  at  present,  account  for  approximately  1100 
attendances  per  month.  Following  a recent  request  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  to  extend  the  service  in  order  to  relieve  the  work  at  Ashton 
Infirmary  and  so  reduce  the  time  required  by  local  residents  in  making 
the  frequent  journeys  to  that  treatment  centre,  negotiations  have  com- 
menced between  the  parties  concerned  in  administering  these  premises 
with  a view  to  making  such  alterations  as  would  allow  of  a further  50°/o 

D . . ' r 

increase  in  the  work  carried  out  under  the  day  to  day  supervision  of 
the  Orthopaedic  Committee. 
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Along  with  the  extended  use  being  made  of  the  premises  for  the 
above,  expansion  of  the  maternity  services  coming  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Hospital  Board  has  also  become  manifest.  The  weekly 
Ante-natal  Gynaecologist’s  sessions  necessitate  accommodation  being 
provided  for  approximately  twenty  during  one  afternoon. 

The  question  of  securing  better  waiting-room  facilities  for  the 
different  types  of  case  is  therefore  a pressing  requirement,  added  to 
which  a re-adjustment  of  the  treatment  rooms  and  of  easier  ambulance 
access  combine  to  form  a problem  which  is  rendered  somewhat  complex 
through  the  fact  that  the  Hyde  Corporation,  as  the  owners  of  the 
premises,  are  no  longer  responsible  for  the  diverse  services  rendered 
therein  on  the  one  hand  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Voluntary  Committee  and  on  the  other  hand  by  the 
Hospital  Board  directly,  or  indirectly  by  it  through  the  Hyde 
Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee. 

Upon  occasions,  the  mobile  Blood  Transfusion  service  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  occupies  the  premises  on  Sundays  and  during  evening 
sessions. 

The  M.  and  C.  Welfare  Voluntary  Committee  assists  the  full-time 
staff  in  the  keeping  of  records  and  the  provision  of  tea  to  patients. 

Supplies  of  infant  foods,  etc.  are  available  for  sale,  for  which  pur- 
pose a member  of  the  full-time  staff  is  on  duty. 

For  cleaning  and  maintenance  purposes,  a caretaker  occupies  the 
residential  flat  within  the  building. 

Hyde  (Bayley  Hall).  These  premises  form  part  of  Bayley  Hall, 
owned  by  the  Hyde  Corporation  and  situated  in  Hyde  Public  Park.  Hie 
lay-out  originally  was  planned  specifically  for  holding  clinics  once  per 
week,  but  due  to  the  greater  use  being  made  of  these  premises  two 
ssessions  per  week  have  become  necessary  for  child  welfare  and  im- 
munisation purposes. 

During  part  of  the  year,  use  has  also  been  made  of  these  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  tuition  towards  the  correction  of  defects  in 
speech,  a speech  therapist  attending  upon  two  days  a week  for  treating 
cases  referred  by  doctors  and  school  teachers  in  the  Hyde,  Stalybridge 
and  Dukinfield  areas.  (This  service  was  temporarily  suspended  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year,  no  therapist  being  available). 

A section  of  the  M.  and  C,  Welfare  Voluntary  Committee  assists 
the  Health  Visitors,  and  a store  of  infant  foods  is  maintained  by  a 
member  of  the  clerical  staff. 

Cleaning  and  general  maintenance  is  undertaken  by  a member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Parks  Superintendent. 
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Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the  need  for  extending  the  pram 
and  infant  food  storage  accommodation  at  this  Clinic.  This  develop- 
ment has  arisen  due  to  the  influx  of  many  families  from  other  parts  of 
the  town  to  housing  estates  in  the  Newton  Ward  which  's  served  bv 
this  Clinic.  Internal  decorations  are  overdue  and  will,  in  all  likelihood, 
be  carried  out  in  the  coming  year. 

Hollingworth.  The  building  on  Wedneshough  Green  is  used  as  a 
multi-purpose  Clinic  providing  facilities  for  Ante-natal,  Child  Welfare 
and  School  Children. 

Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  the  storage  of  infant  foods,  etc., 
and  as  a loan  store  for  the  nursing  requisites  previously  accommodated 
at  the  Hollingworth  Council  Offices. 

Improvements  to  the  pram  shelter  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  further  immediate  alterations  will  be 
required,  although  consideration  for  increasing  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  sessions  may  be  rendered  necessary  if  the  high  attendances 
continue  at  their  present  level.  Sessions  for  this  purpose  are  he!d  at 
present  only  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday  each  month.  A Voluntary 
Committee  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  infant  foods,  teas,  etc.  and 
a local  Medical  Practitioner  and  Health  Visitor  attend  each  session. 

Tintwistle.  This  Clinic  is  he’d  in  Christ  Church  School  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  staff  consists  of  a 
local  Medical  Practitioner  and  a Health  Visitor. 

Members  of  the  local  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  assist  bv

providing  teas,  the  sale  of  infant  foods  and  in  clerical  duties. 

Broadbottom.  The  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Methodist  Church  School 
on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

;The  staff  consists  of  a local  Medical  Practitioner  and  a Health 
Vsiitor,  who  are  assisted  by  a local  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  as  in 
the  case  of  Hollingworth  and  Tintwistle  Clinics. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  number  of  young  children  dealt 
with  during  the  year,  including  comparative  figures  of  the  average  atten- 
dance with  those  for  the  past  three  years.

SPECIALISED  CLINICS 

A Paediatrician  attended  upon  one  session  per  month  and  an 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attended  once  per  week  at  the  Parsonage  Street 
Clinic  to  whom  cases  were  referred  by  General  Practitioners  and  Medical 
Officers  on  the  staff. 

A Gynaecologist  also  attended  at  the  Parsonage  Street  Clinic  once 
per  week  for  cases  referred  for  Ante-Natal  supervision  of  those  wishing 
to  enter  Elospitals  or  Maternity  Homes  for  their  confinement  period. 

Ophthalmic  and  Dental  cases  are  referred  to  the  Clinic  premises  in 
the  Reform  Club  each  week.

Other  Clinics  (Supplied  by  Voluntary  Committee,  amounts  not  available) 
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VISITING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

The  present  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  for  the  Division  is 
five  in  number.  In  addition  to  attendance  at  the  various  Clinics,  these 
nurses  form  a very  important  link  between  the  patient  and  ether  sections 
of  the  general  health  services.  Their  duties  under  the  National  Health 
Act  have  extended  materially  by  the  inclusion  of  home  visiting  of  cases 
coming  under  the  categories  of  Tuberculosis,  Mental  ill-health,  the  Aged 
and  Infirm,  and  other  physically  handicapped  persons,  as  well  as  the 
duties  previously  undertaken  under  child  welfare. 

The  figures  contained  in  the  following  Table  cover  only  their  work 
for  which  this  Committee  is  responsible  and  can  be  estimated  at 
approximately  7 5°/0  of  their  full  duties.  in  their  capacity  as  School 
Nurses  they,  in  addition,  are  responsible  for  the  home  visiting  of  ailing 
school  children,  cleanliness  inspections, clinic  treatment  of  scholars,  and 
liaison  with  other  officials  responsible  to  the  Divisional  Education 
Executive.

FACTORY  NURSERIES. 

Two  Industrial  Day  Nurseries  in  the  Division  have  received  super- 
visory attention  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  children  have 
been  medically  inspected  by  the  Assistant  County  School  Medical 
Officer. 

DOMICILLARY  NURSING  SERVICES. 

For  the  Hyde  area  two  full-time  nurses  reside  at  17  Henry  Street, 
Hyde — property  prevoiusly  owned  by  the  Hyde  District  Nursing  Assoc- 
iation, and  at  present  in  the  process  of  transference  to  :the  ‘County 
Council.  The  living  conditions  are  good.  and.  there  is  adequate  room 
for  the  storage  of  nursing  equipment  for  issue  on  terms  of  loan  to  patients, 
Internal  decorations  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Painting  of  the 
exterior  is  due  for  attention. 
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The  two  full-time  nurses  accommodated  in  these  premises  are  assis- 
ted by  two  part-time  non-resident  nurses  in  serving  the  needs  or  sick 
persons  in  their  own  homes. 

Two  motor  cars  were  delivered  at  the  close  of  the  year — a gift  from 
the  Hyde  District  Nursing  Association  to  the  County  Council,  for  whxh 
garage  accommodation  will  be  required. 

Two  full-time  nurses,  residing  in  their  own  homes,  cover  similar 
requirements  in  the  Longdendalc  and  Tintwistle  areas.  Transport 

difficulties  previously  encountered  in  the  more  scattered  part  of  these 
districts  has  now  been  overcome  by  the  purchase  of  a motor  car  by 
one  nurse. 

The  number  (with  comparative  figures  for  1951)  of  cases  attended 
by  the  District  Nursing  Service  of  the  Division  are  as  under  and  reveals 
an  increase  of  1132  visits  having  been  paid  compared  with  the  previous 
year’s  number.

PROVISION  OF  NURSING  REQUISITES. 

Patients  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes  by  the  Domiciliary 
Nurses  (previously  District  or  Queen’s  Nurses  employed  by  the  various 
District  Nursing  Associations)  can  be  provided  with  the  usual  requisites 
on  a loan  basis.  Such  articles  as  bed-pans,  crutches,  wheel-chairs,  ietc. 
are  stored  at  the  house  (17,  Henry  Street)  provided  for  the  resident 
nurses  in  Hyde.  A small  returnable  deposit  enables  most  articles  to 
be  obtained  and  only  in  the  case  of  wheel-chairs,  beds  and  the  more  ex- 
pensive articles  is  a small  weekly  charge  made  in  addition  to  the  deposit.

The  sum  due  for  rentals  of  equipment  amounted  to  £23  4s.  Od.  of 
which  £2  2s.  Od.  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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In  the  case  of  Mottram  and  Broadbottom  areas,  two  small  stores  are 
kept  in  private  houses  for  which  a rental  of  10/-  per  annum,  is  paid  to 
the  occupants. 

For  cases  in  Hollingworth  and  Tintwistle,  nursing  equipment  is 
stored  at  the  Hollingworth  Clinic. 

NURSES  RESIDENCE— SHAW  HALL. 

This  house  has  been  kept  in  a good  state  of  repair',  ipteijnal 
decorations  having  been  completed  during  the  year. 

One  midwife  occupied  the  unfurnished  flat  upstairs  until  the  26th 
December,  when  she  resigned — the  furnished  ground  floor  having  been 
vacant  for  part  of  the  year  until  a replacement  Health  ViqTor  was 
appointed  on  the  3rd  June  and  who  has  since  resided  ijn  the  fu(rnished 
ground  floor  accommodation.  In  the  course  of  the  coming  year,  this  flat 
will  be  occupied  by  a Health  Visitor  on  the  establishment  of  the  Staiy- 
bridge  and  Dukinfield  Division.

The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  carried  out  remains  at  a 
dangerously  low  level  . Only  77  of  the  435  infants  born  were  vac- 
cinated. A further  13  children  of  school  age  were  vaccinated  as  a nec- 
essary requirement  prior  to  proceeding  to  Open-Air  Schools,  etc.  and 
adults  proceeding  abroad  accounted  for  the  remainder  of  the  109  persons 
who  had  been  initially  protected  against  Smallpox  infection. 

Although  initial  protection  is  a satisfactory  safeguard  for  some 
years  against  a fatal  termination  from  this  preventable  disease,  its  effect 
is  not  of  lifelong  duration  insofar  that  a mild  attack  of  the  malady  may 
occur,  which,  although  not  fatal  to  the  patient  is  sufficient  to  transmit 
the  disease  in  severe  form  to  unprotected  contacts. 
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Absolute  protection  to  avert  even  a mild  attack  can  be  secured  by 
re-vaccination  at  three-yearly  intervals.  In  this  country  where  smallpox 
is  not  normally  prevalent,  protection  to  that  degree  is  not  an  absolute 
necessity,  but  neglect  to  afford  the  initial  degree  of  protection  during 
infancy  is  a matter  of  concern  because  of  the  potential  danger  of  epi- 
demics occurring  through  the  speed  of  modern  travel  by  air  from 
countries  where  smallpox  is  still  a major  problem. 

The  39  re-vaccinations  carried  out  were  chiefly  required  by  persons 
more  or  less  permanently  resident  in  foreign  parts,  but  who  were  on 
temporary  leave  m this  country. 

;The  success  of  the  immunisation  campaign  against  DIPHTHERIA 
must  now  be  manifest  even  to  those  persons  who  opposed  the  initiation 
of  this  step  in  this  town  in  the  year  1937.  No  case  of  this  disease 
has  been  recorded  during  the  last  six  years  and  no  deaths  from  it  have 
occurred  during  the  last  twelve  years. 

Only  apathy  upon  the  part  of  the  public  in  failing  to  accept  pro- 
tective treatment  for  their  families  will  renew  epidemics  of  this 
disease. 

The  common  practice  of  combining  Whooping  Cough  with 
Diphtheria  prophylaxis  is  a decided  step  forward,  and  this  form  of 
protection  is  provided  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  in  the  clinics:. 

As  with  vaccination,  protection  by  immunisation  is  not  lifelong  in 
its  lasting  effects,  so  at  least  one  reinforcing  dose  is  advised  in  die  pre- 
school  period  when  the  effects  of  either  disease  can  be  troublesome. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  number  of  Domestic  Helps  engaged  in  the  Division  as  at  the 
31st  December,  1952  was  1 Full-time  (permanent)  and  6 Part-time 
(temporary).  The  proportion  of  full-time  to  part  time  members  has 
varied  between  5 and  10  at  different  periods  during  the  year,  according 
to  their  availability  and  to  the  demand  for  assistance.  Every  endeavour, 
is  now  being  made  to  keep  die  proportion  of  full-time  helps  to  others 
as  low  as  possible  in  view  of  the  rising  costs  in  this  service.  ■ The  number

the  total  number  of  hours  show  a marked  trend  for  the  greater  need  of 
Aged  and  Infirm  cases,  with,  m consequence  a reduction  in  income. 
4 his  is  due  to  the  low  assessment  m the  cases  of  tne  Age  dand  Infirm 
most  of  whom  depend  mainly  upon  Old  Age  Pensions,  and  con- 
sequently are  liable  to  pay  only  an  infinitcssimal  proportion  of  the  actual 
cost. 


CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT 

During  the  year,  5 persons  (2  children  and  3 adults)  received  con- 
valescent treatment  under  the  County  scheme  in  homes  at  West  Kirby 
and  Llandudno.  The  cost  of  such  accommodation  amounted  to 
£58  8s.  Od  towards  which  £7  7s.  Od.  was  recovered. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

While  the  Consultant  Chest  Physicians  carry  out  the  major  part 
of  their  duties  at  the  Chest  Clinics  administered  by  the  Hospital  Boards 
part  of  their  time  is  allocated  to  the  Local  Health  Authorities,  thereby 
ensuring  some  degrees  of  co-ordination  between  these  two  sections  of 
the  service.  This  form  of  set-up  allows  scope  for  co-ordination  between 
the  officials  of  both  types  of  Authority.  This  liaison  has  extended  to 
a greater  degree  than  previously,  and  certainly  at  officer  level  there  has 
grown  a mutual  desire  to  provide  a better  service  which  it  is  hoped  will 
set  the  wheels  moving  at  a faster  speed  towards  the  eradication  of  this 
infectious  disease. 

Much  assistance  has  been  rendered  through  the  good  relationship 
which  has  been  maintained  between  the  housing  and  medical  depart- 
ments of  the  Borough  Council,  thus  enabling  suitable  tuberculous  cases 
to  obtain  living  conditions  of  modern  standards  in  more  open  sites — 
an  essential  feature  of  any  effort  towards  the  lasting  recovery  of  die 
patient  and  the  prevention  of  the  disease  from  spreading  to  others. 

Upon  the  preventive  aspect  also  must  be  mentioned  the  facilities 
given  for  the  protection  of  child  contacts  of  patients  by  B.C.G., 
inoculation  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic,  and  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital.

MENTAL  HEALTH  AND  OTHER  DUTIES  OF  D.A.O. 

Mr.  }.  Thompson,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  o£  the  Hyde  and 
Stalybndge  Distnct  has  investigated  within  the  Hyde  Division  61  cases 
referred  to  him  on  mental  grounds,  38  of  whom  were  admitted  to  mental! 
hospitals  and  5 for  treatment  at  out-patient  clinics. 

Regular  visits  have  also  been  paid  by  him  to  male  miental  defectives 
in  their  own  homes  and  for  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from 
mental  hospitals  with  a view  to  assisting  them  to  rehabilitate  themselves 
in  public  life. 

His  assistance  has  frequently  been  requested  in  arranging  on  beha 
of  general  practitioners  for  the  admission  of  28  Chronic  Sick  cases  to 
hospitals  and  of  13  homeless  persons  to  Institutional  Accommodation1  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 


CARE  OF  ,THE  AGED. 

Endeavours  have  continued  throughout  the  year  to  enlist  r' 
support  of  all  organisations  and  societies  interested  in  the  welfare  of  aged 
people,  and  to  recruit  persons  who  are  prepared  to  visit  them  in  their 
own  homes  with  the  object  of  helping  them  in  attaining  maximum 
happiness  in  their  later  years. 

The  ministers  of  religion  and  other  leaders  of  religious  organisations 
have  played  an  active  part  in  enabling  the  aged  to  continue  as  long  as 
possible  as  active  members  of  the  community. 

The  greatest  problems  arise  in  those  cases  where  an  aged  infirm 
person  remains  alone  in  the  old  family  home  and  is  unwilling  to  accept 
a place  in  institutional  accommodation  which  may  be  provided.  The 
care  of  “persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not 
otherwise  available  to  them”  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council 
under  Part  III.  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Many  are 
ultimately  persuaded  through  deterioration  in  their  physical  or  mental 
capacity  to  accept  this  alternative  to  continuing  their  solitary  existence 
at  home  only  when  it  is  to  late,  as  often  it  occurs  that  no  bed  is  avail- 
able when  this  dire  necessity  arises.  Others  again  reach  a stage  when 
nursing  attention  in  a hospital  is  required  and  which  precludes  them 
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beng  pdaced  in  Part  III.  institutional  accommodation  ; they  become  one 
m a queue  on  a hospital  list  of  the  Chronic  Sick  similarly  awaiting 
admission.  (Thirteen  in  this  category  alone  were  admitted  to  hospital 
during  1952  but  a further  fifteen  were  still  on  the  waiting  list  on  the 
31st  December). 

Meanwhile,  the  Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Domestic  Help  Services 
of  the  Loocal  Health  Authority  can  give  what  assistance  is  withi|n  their 
powers.  This,  however,  is  limited  to  daytime  hours  only,  and  unless 
relatives  or  neighbours  are  prepared  to  take  over  the  night  vigil,  many 
must  remain  alone  and  helpless  throughout  the  evening  and  night  time 
Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  cases  receiving  domestic  help  from  this  source) 
are  aged  and  infirm  persons,  and  only  for  reasons  of  economy  could  no 
more  assistance  be  devoted  to  them. 

The  Health  Visiting  Staff  has  paid  321  visits  to  this  type  of  case 
in  their  homes  during  the  year,  and  a further  274  visits  exclusively  in 
connection  with  the  provision  of  domestic  help.  In  69  such  cases 
domestic  help  was  supplied.  Unlike  maternity  cases  and  in  cases  of 
illness  where  such  help  is  only  required  for  a temporary  period  of  one 
or  two  weeks,  the  need  m the  infirm  case  is  usually  prolonged  and 
becomes  more  essential  as  failing  life  lingers. 

Too  often  cases  come  to  light  where  younger  members  of  the  family 
will  not  realise  their  duty  in  coming  to  the  aid  of  their  parent.  Many 
young  women  have,  through  necessity,  to  go  out  to  work  or  have  young 
families  to  care  for.  Others  again  devote  their  leisure  hours  to  enter- 
tainment or  are  too  indifferent  to  shoulder  their  responsibilities  at  their 
old  home.  The  Welfare  State  at  present  cannot  adequately  cope  with 
this  problem,  and  even  if  it  oould  it  is  a machine  devoid  of  that  degree 
of  human  kindness  which  means  more  to  the  aged  than  anydnng  eise. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Hyde  Division  of  the  Cheshire  County  Ambulance  Service 
continued  to  operate  from  the  Oldham  Street  Depot  as  a day  and  night 
service  in  the  areas  of  Hyde,  Dukinfield,  Longdendale;  Bredburv  and 
Romiley  with  a cbmbined  population  of  70,000  persons. 

The  staff  embraces  one  Supervisor,  one  Clerk/ Attendant,  one 
Driver/ Mechanic,  three  Attendants,  ten  full-time  and  one  part-time 
Driver,  all  of  whom  are,  by  training  and  in  experience,  highly  skilled 
in  their  respective  duties.  Sickness  among  the  staff,  accounted  for  a 
loss  of  230  working  days,  i.e.  14.5  days  per  member.  Credit  must  be 
given  to  Mr.  F.  Mlelor  for  the  efficient  day  to  day  administrative  control 
of  a body  of  men  who  at  all  times  have  shown  a good  team  spirit 
which  is  so  essential  in  a service  requiring  tact  and  zeal,  in  addition  to 
proficiency,  in  handling  the  varied  and  sometime  fastidious  types  of 
patient.  Courtesy  at  all  times  is  an  accompaniment  which  is  seldom 
omitted. 
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The  vehicle  establishment  of  the  Mam  Depot  consists  of  five  am- 
bulances and  one  sitting  sitting-case  car. 

For  infectious  cases  one  Ambulance,  maintained  on  Civil  Defence 
Reserve,  is  stationed  at  the  Hyde  Hospital.  A part-time  Driver  is 
allotted  to  this  vehicle  whose  other  duties  include  those  of  hospital 
porter.  One  other  Ambulance,  also  maintained  on  Civil  Defence 
Reserve  and  garaged  at  the  Main  Depot,  has  been  used1  upon  occasions 
as  a relief  vehicle. 

The  ambulances  and  car  made  9,600  journeys,  and  conveyed  17,321 
patients,  a total  distance  of  94,193  miles,  the  peak  daily  number  of 
patients  being  106.  The  following  figures  indicate  the  extent  of  the 
service  given  to  each  area : -
